"Thoro is no testimony that can prove that 


logal ratas are wrong or extortionate, or can 
do barm simply because adininisCorod by a 
pool. Clearly iv is bottcr for NJW York city 
if all its groat westward railways combined 
as ono in a pool to charge only ono reason- 
able rato for a!! tbo like trafllc ol' all its mer- 
chants as if they werr ono firm, than to have 
separated railways and various inc'rcbunts 
scrambling for tlio strongest combination of 
both and the lowest rates for all. This bill 
only requires that u:ieli company or route 
shall charge tho sairo rate to all. It, there- 
fore, stops far shovL of what it should re- 
quire, or at bast ]egalize, that all coinp'inius 
biitwoon the sanio points chargo tbe same 
rates. In this broad mercantile usp^ct the 
pool ia more just than tho law, because U" Uio 
eight railways troni Chicago oostwui\Uy 
make eight dilFerent ratos to No\v York the 
result upon tho commerce of both cities is 
precisely as discriminating, uon-uniforui, 
preferential, and disastrous as i[ tho same 
eight ralos were made over ono railway. 


"Tbis statement defies refutation, but it it 


a comprehensive view -wliich the clamoring 
general public, wlio nro not forwarders or 
travelers as a rule, do not take of it.

Make the 
commission largo and able enough, and pay 
thorn enough to tako up all questions 03 they 
arise. Cbooso them from alt the great in- 
terests to be affected, and tho securities they 
hold will bo proof of business fitness and 
prudence ratbor than tho reverse. Then let 
tho act ho drawn to give them justpowur and 
discretion, und the railways and the public 
should and will conform to their ruling.-:
